It has been truly designated 
the American System, for its objects are American ,— 
it designs to give a market to the agriculturalist,—it 
affords employment to our shipping,—it gives wealth 
and occupation with no unsparing hand to a large 
body of operators and manofacturers,—it has set en- 
terprise at work, and the hands that were idle now 
find employment, and it is e fact, that we are now 
better able to purchase what foreign goods we want, 
even with the present high duties upon them, than 
we could without the system, should they come to us 
duty free. Can Carolina complain of this?—We can 
afford to buy of England now with all the duties thet 
have been laid,better than we could twelve yearasince. 
But the most wonderful fact has not been mentioned, 
the prices of foreign goods, have become reduced in 
price with every addition of duty, and we in fact do
